DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tine fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
7/6/2009 has been entered. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Claims 1-40 allowable. The restriction requirement as set forth in the Office 
action mailed on 7/18/08, has been reconsidered in view of the allowability of claims to 
the elected invention pursuant to MPEP § 821.04(a). The restriction requirement is 
hereby withdrawn as to any claim that requires all the limitations of an allowable 
claim. Claims 5,9-11,13-14,19,23-25,27-28,33,37-40, directed to non-elected species 
no longer withdrawn from consideration because the claim(s) requires all the limitations 
of an allowable claim. 

In view of the above noted withdrawal of the restriction requirement, applicant is 
advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional application is 
anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the present 
application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory 
double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application.

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-40 allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: In the prior 
art, Kasahara (US 6710818) teaches a flicker reduction method by integrating the video 
signal, normalizing the integrated value, and extracting a spectrum of the normalized 
value where the signal component is other than a flicker component, but does not teach 
using said component to estimate a flicker component by approximating amplitude and 
initial phase. Baer (US 7298401 ) teaches estimating a flicker function to correct flicker 
by calculating amplitude and initial phase however are computed using the flicker 
frequency that is detected. Therefore, the prior art fails to teach estimating a flicker 
function for flicker correction by computing an amplitude and initial phase by using a 
extracted spectrum of a normalized integrated value where the spectrum is taken from a 
signal that is other than a flicker component. 

The methods claimed in Claims 1-3 and claims dependent thereon are 
considered statutory claimed subject matter because the methods are tied to another 
statutory class, an apparatus, for example "XY addressing type image pickup element" 
of claim 1 .
